New Automatic 
Pilot Developed 


Device Operates Under Any 
Conditions of Flight 

A new form of automatic pilot, 
consisting of a series of hydraulic 
geervo-motors which can operate 
the flying contro) sur/aces of an 
aircraft, has recently been devel- 
oped in Britain, to save pilots 
from crashing through loss of con- 
sciousness. The device operates on 
the ailerons, elevator and rudder 
of a machine so as to bring it 
out on an even kee) from a dive, 
steep turn or any high-speed 
maneuvre which might cause a 
pilot to lose consciousness. The 
great difference between this de- 
vice and the normal automatic 
pilot is that the latter only func- 
tiona when the aircraft is flying 


straight.and level, while the form- 


er operates under any conditions 
of flight. It can be switched on 
ox off by means of a ring at- 
tuched to the contro] column, 
When the pilot’s hands are on the 
eontro] column it is automatically 
swiched off; when his grasp is 
relaxed it automatically takee con- 
trol and brings the aircraft to a 
level position.

IMMERSION FOOT ~ 


Successful Methods of prevent- 
ing and treating a serious war 
ailment of shipwreck victims, im- 
mersion foot, have been developed 
by three Royal Canadian naval 
medical officers, the War Infor- 
mation Board of Canada an- 
nounces. 

Of 150 survivors of torpedoed 
vessels they treated at an FEast- 
ern Canadian port, only seven ret 
quired amputation of the affected 
foot. By contrast, nearly all sur- 
vivors picked up by trawlers from 
one internationally kaown = ship 
which was sunk in European wa- 
ters had to have their feet am- 
putated. 

Caused by Exposure 

Immersion foot ia caused usu- 
ally by exposure in life rafts or 
boata for long periods and if not 
properly treated is likely to re- 
sult in gangrene, requiring ampu- 
tation to save the victim's life. 

The rules for prevention of the 
condition are: Cover lega and 
feet with a thick coating of gréase 
as long-distance swimmers do: 2 
Remove any constricting clothing 
such as tight boote hich are in 
use for warmth if the feet are In 
water anyway; 8. Exereciae the 
feet as inuch as possible, to keep 
the blood circulating, as long aa 
they are healthy, 

The great tragedy of many im- 
mersion ‘foot victima ia that rea 
cuers in giving treatment to -sur- 
vivors of ship sinkings usually 
give the wrong treatment which 
causes the patient intense suffer- 
ing and even loss of one or both 
feet. Rubbing the feet and apply- 
ing hot water bottles and .blan- 
kets exactly the wrong treat- 
ment, 

First Aid Rubed 


First aid rules for this condi- 
‘tion are: 1, Keep the patient dry 
and warm except for hia feet; 2. 
Lightly dust sulfan lamide powder 
on any woundr, cuts or sores; 8. 
Wrap the légs in some soft clean 
material and elevate on pillows; 
1. Leave ‘further treatment for a 
doctor who should be seen as soon 
as possible. No washing, soaking, 
antiseptics, lotions or ointmenta, 
except the sulfanilamide powder, 
should be used. The patient must 
rot stand or walk, and his feet 
and lega must be handled gently. 

Survivors treated in the port 
had their feet wrapped in sterile 
towla to keep them dry, and pack- 
ed in ice, or kept under a blast of 
cool air from a fan, because the 
success of the treatment of im- 
mersion foot dependa on bringing 
the affected parta back to normal 
temperature vety slowly, over a 
period of weeks.

Fer hundreds of years the great 
military and naval leaders of the 
Binglish-apeaking race have been 
devout men, with a sublime faith 
in God and a firm belief in the 
ultimate triumph of right as the 
fulfilment of His will, It came as 
ne great surprise, then, when Gen. 
K. A. N. Anderson ordered a speo- 
lal service of thanksgiving to be

“When success comes our way, 
we are inclined to place too much 
emphasis on our own skill and 
pewer and not enough on the 
strength which comes from beyond 
human limits.”

“Stonewall” Jackson 
ordered thanksgiving services aft- 
er victory and never falled ta give 
God the credit for his successes. 
On one of his last days he recom- 
mended the Bible as a model for 
generals’ official reports, and cit- 
ed the narrative of Joshua's battle 
with the Amalekites« “It has clear- 
ness, brevity, -fairness, modesty; 
and it traces the victory to Its 
right source; the blessing of God.” 

That this remarkable quality of 
true humility is common to many 
great mflitary men is emphasized 
by General Anderson's actton.

Tha farther the zone of 
air superiority can be extended 
the larger the field the Allies will 
have for surface operations tn the 
Mediterranean. It is a step in 
clearing the approaches te the 
Balkan Peninsula, where many ob- 
servers expect an important Allied 
invasion thrust to be made. The 
great Vardar River vailey, leading 
up through Greece and Yugoslavia 
to the Danube, has many times 
been a military highway. Further- 
more, the neutralization of matna- 
land Italy and Satdinia would pro- 
tect the flank of any moves into 
Southern France. 


The Siege in the North 

The assault on the Inner keep of 
Fortress Europe reached new leyv- 
els last week. Despite the belt of 
searchlights, detectors, guna and 
interceptor flelds which has been 
taking a heavier toll of bombers, 
the R, A. F. amashed hard at Ger- 
teany’s industrial Rhur. Acres of 
dusty rubble and fires that burn- 
ed unchecked for two daya*lay ia 
the wake of the big British bomb- 
era, 

These raids in strength, repeat- 
ed at much shorter Intervals than 
was possible a year ago, are seem- 
ingly aimed at speedy prosecution + 
of ime Minister Winston Churo- 
hilt ea that “there is no harm 
in finding out” tf Gerifiatiy’ Can be 
brought to submission by bomb- 
Ing. providing other methods are 
not neglected. There are some whe 
hold that the effect ia marked al- 
ready; that-Germany has had to 
change from a “military economy 


of plenty” to a policy of conserva- 


tion. Resources, production and 
transportation have suffered heay- 
ily, and London observers predict 
that the month of June will sea 
the blows greatly stepped up tn 
frequency and weight. 


The Next Steps 
All these things must have been 
in the minds of the Allied leaders 
in’ Washington last week. On two 
polnta relating to the alr offensive 
Mr. Churchill waa emphatic 
(1) the United Nations now 
have air auperiority over their en- 
emies and have a far superior re 
placement rate; (2) Italy would 
be well advised to discard ita pre 
sent rulers and throw itself on 
the justice of the Aliles

If his explanation 
does not satisfy she may telephone 
or write a report to her Women's 
Regional Adyisory Committee, or 
the nearest regional or. sub-region- 
al office of the Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board. Her report ta 
absolutely confidential. The En- 
forcement Administration takea up 
the inquiry and has the authority 
to make the fullest Investigation. 
’ A form has even been prepared 
upon which Canadian women may 
report price increases which come 
to thelr attention by reason of the 
check kept in thelr “littl blue 
books.” The form, obtainable at 
the same sources, concludes with 
the notation; “Information given 
on this form will be treated In 
confidence, In the event of prose 
cution no unwilling witnesa will 
be called.”

Bth FOES Repubation Alone 
Frightened The Enemy 
General Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
reviewing his.six-month campaign 
in North Africa, sald the final 
blow was atruck in a clever move 
by which the bulk of the enemy 
troops were held on the Bighth 
Army front while the First Army 
got in the knockout punch. 
“The reputation of the Eighth 
Army alone was enough to hold 
powerful enemy forces in front of 
it,” the commander-in-chief sald. 
“There was a:pecullar circum- 
stance at the end which General 
Sir Harold Alexander (deputy 
commander-in-chief in charge of 
ground forces) took advantage of. 
In many punches the Eighth Army 
delivered hammer blowa while the 
other -units served as. the anvil.

made on the quarterdeck by Nazi 
incendiaries, are proudly shown 
by the officers with the 
relics of Trafalgar. 

Bomb damage is almost the 
only change to be found in the 
Victory since Nelson first sailed 
her. Phe Victory now houses 70 
cadets, the overflow from the 
thousand or more enlisted men 
training to be officers in barracks 
in Portsmouth. 

Old ‘Guns Missing 

The cadets sleep and eat on 
board whete Nelson’s sailors ate 
and slept before Trafalgar—only 
the old guns are missing. Yet the 
70 cadets and 37 crewmen today 
seem crowded in quarters which 
in Nelson’s time accommodated 
#00 in hammocks slung 17 inches 
apart, and in quarters shared by 
the live stock, 

The men still stand their 
watches to the bell which rang the 
watches in Nelson’s day. There

WOOD OF GROWING TREES 
-CAN BE DYED 

The staining and dyeing of 
finished lumber is a process in 
which, in most cases, the color 
does not extend very deeply into 
the body of the wood, writes 
W. P. Keasbey in The Christian 
Science Monitor. An experimenter, 
however, claims to have developed 
a means of coloring the wood of 
living trees in such fashion that 


when the treated trees later are 
felled and sawed into lumber, 
the wood thus obtained will be 


uniformly and beautifully colored 
from heart to bark. 

The color thus introduced into 
the wood is said to be practically 
indelible, being resistant to the 
bleaching action either of acid 
or of water. 

The inventor -of the process 
maintains also that the use of dye 
does not injure the tree. 

The trees dyed experimentally 
include small beech, birch, and 
maple trees. The treatment in- 
volves first, the boring of several 
holes at the base of the trunk. 
Next, the holes arg fitted with 
hung from the tree 
branches and serving as reservoirs 
for the dye. 

The liquid flows through the 
tubes by gravity into the holes in 
the trunk, where it mingles with 
the circulating sap of the tree. 
The movement of the sap carries 
the coloring matter (the composi- 
tion of which is kept secret by the 
inventor) to every part of the 
tree. The time required to com- 
plete the dyeing process is given 
as two days for small trees and 
four days or more for larger ones, 

By means of this dyeing system, 
natural wood has been colored 
lavender, yellow, and or- 
ange. Tests indicate that dye- 
treated trees have harder wood 
than untreated trees of the same 
variety, for some wood-

National Selective Service Mobilization Regu- 
lations, two. Orders were issued during May. 


“It is now illegal for any employer to continue 
to employ or to engage any man affected by 
these Orders, except under special permit from 
National Selective a affected 
must report to ‘nearest Employment and 
Selective Service Office, and be available for 
transfer to more important work, 

Tf you as an employer or as an employee, have not 
complied grith these Orders, do so immediately. Get 
in touch’ with the ‘nearest Employment and Selective 
Service Office either personally or by writing. Further 
delay will involve penalties. Compliance with the law 
in wartime is the minimum duty of every citizen. 

The age and marital classes of men covered by these 
Orders’ are as follows: 

(a) Every man born in any year from 1917 to 
1924 (inclusive) who has reached age 19. 

(b) Every man born from 1902 to 1916 (inclusive) 
who, at July 15th, 1940, was: (i) unmarried: or (ii) 
divorced or judicially separated; or (ii) a widower 
without child or children. 

(ce) Every man born from 1902 to 1916 (inelusive) 
who has, since, July 15, 1940, becomea widower. with- 
out child or children now living. 

(d) Every man born from 190% to 1916 (inelusive) 
who, since July 15, 1940, has been divorced or judici- 
ally separated. 

Men as described above are covered if in any of 
these employments:

(2) Taverns or other establishments selling 
liquer, wine or beer; 

(3) Barber shops and beauty parlours;

“The danger to China and to the 
United Nations, however, is not past: 


Chinese people and army, implement- 
ed only by inadequate fighting mater- 
ial, must not be strained beyond hum- 
an endurance, for, if Japan should 
succeed in subjugating China, the re- 
percussions to the cause of the United 
Nations would be the greatest cat- 
aclysmic disaster civilization has yet 
to face.” 

“We should have the moral courage 
to strike out and explore the possibil- 
ities of making a better world.” 

“The touchstone of human great- 
ness lies in co-operation and collab- 
oration—the antitheses of dominat- 
ion and exploitation of one people by 
another.”

But information is always 
to be obtained instantly from the 
proper authority. Here are a few 
of the more important items af- 
fecting particularly dwellers in 
the rural parts of Canada. 


By applying to their local ration 
boards, rural dwellers can secure 
extra supplies of rationed com- 
modities when they serve 12 meals 
or more to temporary help. Appli- 
cations should state — specific 
nature of the work, number of 
workers, number of days employ- 
ed, and total number of- meals 
served,

Responsibility for canning sugar 
distribution in local areas has been 
left entirely in the hands of local 
ration boards. The sugar admin- 
istration has been able to make 
availabe for preserving 100,000,-

A recent new order on farm 
machinery provides an over-all 
increase in quotas of farm ma- 
chinery of between 10 and 15 per 
cent., as well as increasing the

parts. A considerable list of 
farm equipment has now been ex- 
empted from all ration” restric- 
tions.

Instructions Issued To AM 
British Service Canteens 


For their guidance, a booklet, 
complete with diagrams and photo- 
graphs, -has been issued to the 


staffs of Army. Navy and Atr Force 
institutes instructing them how to 


brew tea to the best advantage. 
It is pointed out that if one gal- 
jon of tea were wasted each day, 


through overmaking, in . every 
NAAFI canteen, there would be a 


total wastage in a year, not count- 
ing fuel, over the whole organiza- 
fon of more than 60,000,000 cups 
of tea, and.that this is equivalent 
to £250.000 in cash. 

Emphasis is placed on the vital 
necessity of cleanliness and the 
proper handling .of equipment for 


the production of the ideal cup of 
tea. The positive side of the ques- 
tion is urged in practical style. 

“The tea leaf", it is stated, “only 
yields its best when it is subjected 
to water at boiling point—that is, 
bubbling fiercely, Boiling just 
means bubbling up—aeration—anad 
freshly.boiling water captures this 
aeration at its height and makes 
the best of tea. 

“The length of time allowed for 
infusion §s a very important factor 
in tea-making. Anything less than 
five minutes means that a large 
proportion of the goodness of the 
tea will be thrown away while the 
tea itself will be weak. Adding 
new tea’to dn old brew is just as 
bad as putting new wine into old 
bottles, particulary if the tea has 
already heen milked.”
